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Mayor’s race gets 
a late write-in 
candidate 


Candidate says he can get things done 
despite not living in the city

The race for the mayors 
office in Clay City got a lit¬ 
tle more interesting and a 
little stranger last Friday. A 
write-in candidate filed at the 
last minute and now there is 
some question as to the can¬ 
didates qualifications. 

Tyler E. Jones, 29, filed on 
the final day for write-in can¬ 
didates. He will run against 
the incumbent mayor James 
“Jimmy” Caudill and for¬ 
mer Clay City Councilman 
Ray Profitt. But questions 
have arose about Jones qual¬ 
ifications, the main question 
being if he even lives inside 
the city limits. 

According to the 
Declaration of Intent to Be 
A Write-In Candidate forms 
Jones filed last Friday, he 
apparently resides at 6190 
Hardwicks Creek Road. That 
places him just about six 
miles outside the city limits. 

Under the Kentucky 
Revised Statutes a person 
running for mayor in a city 
must be a resident of the city 
“or not less than one (1) year 
prior to his or her election.” 

“I may be outside of the 
town, but Clay City is my 
home,” Jones said on Monday. 
“Out here we consider our¬ 
selves Clay Citians.” 

Jones said he “wrestled” 
with the idea of running 
and spoke to several people. 
“Many of the people I spoke 
with are in support of my 
running,” he added. 

He also noted that Powell 
County Attorney Robert 
King and Powell County 
Clerk Rhonda Allen Barnett 
did not see why he could not 
file. But he knows it is some¬ 
thing that is probably going 
to be challenged. 

But why run then? 


Jones said he has “what it 
takes to get from point A to 
point B.” His past has pre¬ 
pared him for that. 

Jones said he is not one to 
want his past in the limelight, 
but he does not shy from 
it either. His past apparently 
dealt with a problem many 
people in many counties face, 
drugs. Though he never men¬ 
tioned the word, the implica¬ 
tion was there. 

Jones was convicted in 2007 
of burglary, theft by unlawful 
taking and attempted arson. 
He was sentenced to 21 years, 
but was paroled after three 
years. He said he has learned 
a lot. 

“I was as close to death as 
you can get and I found the 
way to climb out of that and 
fight back,” Jones recalled. “Its 
nothing I want to have out 
there, but I understand what 
some people in our commu¬ 
nities are going through.” 

Jones has since started his 
own concrete business, where 
he said he worked hard and 
“scraped up the money while 
raising two kids to get my 
tools for my business.” 

“My life is an illustration of 
how things could have been, 
can be and how to beat it,” 
Jones said. “I believe I can 
cut through the bureaucratic 
stuff, and get things done. No 
meetings, lots of talk, filing 
of papers, but putting things 
into action and getting things 
done.” 

A write-in candidacy is 
hard to run. Many people will 
not take the time to follow 
those procedures. But Jones 
thinks that if you like his 
plan, which he has posted on 
Facebook, what would it hurt 
to vote for him. 

“I love Clay City, its my 
home and I know I can help,” 
he said.

Gov. Beshear announces $30,000 for Clay City Park 


Gov. Steve Beshear announced on Monday that a Land 
and Water Conservation Fund (LWCF) grant to help fund 
a recreational project in Powell County. The Department 
for Local Government (DLG) will administer the $30,000 
grant. 

“Parks and recreational facilities are important to en¬ 
hancing the quality of life in our Kentucky communities,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “This LCWF funding will help improve 
recreational projects and provide Kentuckians safe spac¬ 
es to be active, go camping, play sports and live overall 
healthier lifestyles.” 

The City of Clay City will move an existing walking track 
to the perimeter of a city park, which will allow more room 
for sports and playing fields, and provide the community 
with a shaded trail by the river in Meadows Park. The trail 


will be paved to accommodate wheelchairs, and picnic ta¬ 
bles and benches will be purchased. 

“This money will go a long way in helping local residents 
get even more benefit from the Clay City park,” said Rep. 
Richard Henderson, of Mount Sterling. “I want to thank 
Governor Beshear and his administration for helping to 
make it possible and look forward to the day when the 
work is complete. I know local families will enjoy these 
new additions.” 

“The investment in the Clay City Park walking trail will 
provide friends and families the opportunity to enjoy a 
safe, lighted place to exercise and enjoy the outdoors,” said 
Sen. Albert Robinson, of London. “I know I have benefited 
greatly from walking and hope members of the Clay City 
community will enjoy this addition to the park.” 


“I’m just tickled to death to see our Clay City Park take 
shape in line with our park in Stanton,” said Powell Coun¬ 
ty Judge-Executive James Anderson. “This funding should 
enable them to make needed improvements to that park.’ 

The LWCF is a grant matching reimbursement program 
for the development and maintenance of public outdoor 
recreation areas and facilities, such as campgrounds, sports 
and playfields, swimming and fishing areas, boating facil¬ 
ities and trails. 

Funding for this program is allocated to DLG by the Na¬ 
tional Park Service, which is part of the U.S. Department 
of Interior. Cities, counties, state and federal agencies are 
eligible to apply.

Is Kentucky protecting 
your children while they 
are in school? House Bill 


91 - Hie Golden Rule Act 
(KRS 158.156 legislation) 
requires the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education to 
provide guidance to local 
school districts to assist 
with the implementation 
of the law at the local level. 
It also requires that “model 
policies” (bullying, code of 
conduct, and supervision 
of students) be provided to 
school districts. Visit www. 
education.ky.gov. 

Section One of KRS 
Chapter 158 states: (1) 
Any employee of a school 
or a local board of edu¬ 
cation who knows or has 
reasonable cause to believe 
that a school student has 
been the victim of a viola¬ 
tion of any felony offense 
specified in KRS Chapter 
508 committed by anoth¬ 
er student while on school

Flies in the Attic? 

Like a scene from an Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock movie, this 
past weekend has caused 
many of us to run into or 
out of our homes screaming 
for HELP. The lady bugs 
have swarmed again, re¬ 
minding us that summer is 
just about over. If the lady 
bugs were not enough on 
the outside, once we got in¬ 
side the flies met many of us 
at the door. 

Homeowners are often 
bothered by the appear¬ 
ance of sluggish flies in 
their homes this time of 
year. These flies are simply 
looking for a place to spend 
the winter and pose no real 
health hazard to you or your 
family. These flies are com¬ 
monly called “attic flies” or 
“cluster flies”, as they usually 
hang out in attic or upstairs 
windows. They usually ap¬ 
pear in early-late fall. They 
are larger than the regular 
house flies weve swatted 
this summer, and appear 
to be a bit sluggish as they 
buzz around the house. 

Homeowners ask “How 
do they get in?” Window 
screens do little to protect 
you from these creatures as 
they tend to find cracks and 
crevices, just like the lady- 
bugs to crawl into. Once 
inside, they tend to go to 
the warmest areas of the 


home, usually in a sunny 
window on the west side of 
the house. These flies can 
lethargically buzz around 
the windows in your home 
all winter. 

Once they are in, always 
the next question is: “How 
do I get rid of them?” 

Just like with the lady- 
bugs, these flies are com¬ 
ing inside through open 
screens, around air condi¬ 
tioners, vents or eaves of 
the home. Any precaution 
to properly seal off these 
areas to make them more 
bug proof may help with 
all your nuisances coming 
in for the winter. Since in¬ 
secticides create an odor 
inside our home, relatively 
few insecticides should be 
used indoors, but you may 
be able to spray outside 
around doors, windows and 
vents where the flies con¬ 
gregate. Sprays commonly 
used to control stable flies 
in and around barns can 
be used outside the home. 
These chemicals may be 
any name-brand products 
that are labeled for use as a 
“barrier treatment” around 
you home. Also other in¬ 
secticides containing active 
ingredients like Cyper- 
fluctrin, Cypermethrin, or 
Deltamethrin can be used 
for residual control of such 
bugs as spiders, ants and 
roaches can be used indoors 
or out with fairly good re¬ 
sults. 

If you don’t mind spray¬ 
ing indoors, use a syn- 
ergized pyrethrin spray 
or aerosol. To use these 
sprays, close rooms off and 
mist the aerosol into the air. 


Pyrethrins are “quick kill” 
insecticides, but have little 
or no residual effect. These 
sluggish flies can also be 
eliminated just like the lady 
bugs with a quick swish of 
the vacuum cleaner hose. 

Flies and ladybugs are 
just another couple of nui¬ 
sances that plaque home- 
owners this time of year. 
They are here only because 
they know it is going to get 
much colder sometime real 
soon. 

First Frost/freeze of 
Season causes 
concern among 
farmers 

This week marks our 
first real frost /freeze for 
2014. Temperatures dipped 
down in the 20s earlier in 
the week and now all plants 
have been cooked down for 
the winter. When our hay 


fields and pastures have 
spotty areas of johnson- 
grass, I usually get a few 
calls from farmers who are 
anxious about having ani¬ 
mals on these fields. 

Prussic acid poisoning 
can occur any time during 
the growing season, but we 
really have to think about 
it just after the first killing 
frost. Many of our bot¬ 
tom hay and pasture fields 
have lots of johnsongrass 
in them. This weed is well 
liked by cattle, but can kill 
them just after a frost. All 
sorghum type plants con¬ 
tain cyanide type toxins in 
their cells. When these cells 
are ruptured by frost, they 
are converted into prussic 
acid. Prussic acid poisoning 
is also found in wilted wild 
cherry leaves which we wor¬ 
ry about in the summer, af¬ 
ter a wind or thunderstorm. 


All cattle producers should 
take steps to get rid of all 
wild cherry trees in their 
cattle pastures, because of 
this potential problem. 

Prussic acid is one of the 
most potent toxins in na¬ 
ture. As ruminants con¬ 
sume plants containing 
cyanide-producing com¬ 
pounds, prussic acid is re¬ 
leased in the rumen of the 
animal absorbed into the 
bloodstream and carried 
into body tissues where it 
interferes with oxygen uti¬ 
lization. If the toxins are 
absorbed in large quantities 
all at one time, the animal 
dies of respiratory paralysis. 
When lethal amounts are 
consumed, you usually find 
a dead animal out in the 
field. If just a small amount 
of toxin is consumed the 
cow may just have labored 
breathing, then re-couper- 


ate after a while. Cattle may 
stagger and froth at the 
mouth. 

After the first freeze is 
over, you have to worry 
about prussic acid for about 
two weeks. Once all plant 
material is dry it is safe to 
eat. Johnsongrasss that is 
properly cut and baled, will 
not contain prussic acid. All 
these toxins have dried out 
in the plant. If johnsongrass 
is in your fields, do not 
graze any time that frost is 
expected. After this first 
killing frost, keep all cattle 
out of these fields for at least 
two weeks.

Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Countv Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky.

WHEREAS it is legally required for the City of Clay City, Kentucky 
to establish its real property tax rate and personal property tax rate by ordinance; 
NOW BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF CLAY CITY, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

1. That the real property in Clay City, Kentucky shall be taxed by the City of Clay 
City at a rate of .0890 cents per hundred dollars of assessed value and personal 
property in Clay City at a rate of .0965 cents per hundred dollars of assessed value 
for the year 2014. 

2. This ordinance shall become effective upon publication.

The Powell County Foot¬ 
ball Pirates have made the 
state playoffs for the past 
six seasons.

We built three new bridges (Stanton Road, Halls Road, and Railroad Street). 
Ninety percent of the cost of building the three new bridges was paid for by State 
Emergency Road funds. We also updated the sewer line from Maple Street to 
Railroad Street. 

We updated sidewalks from the Stanton Cemetery to the north City limits on Main 
Street, on Court Street from Main Street to the Courthouse and on Washington 
Street from College Avenue to the Courthouse. The Railroad Street sidewalk 
project is in progress and is being funded by a $250,000 grant from the State. 

I helped establish the Red River Wastewater Authority and we built a new 
wastewater treatment plant...a $13 million dollar project, which is now complete.

When I was first elected as a judge I promised the people of Breathitt, Powell and Wolfe counties that I would 
be dedicated to the job, and in the process I would be fair and impartial. I've worked hard to keep that 
promise! 

We live in a world of instant gratification, with everything from fast food, to instant messaging, texting, e-mail 
and social media. Fortunately, the legal system isn't instant. The wheels of justice turn slowly so that both sides 
of every case can be heard and considered. Although the Family Court case docket is usually booked two to 
three months in advance, parties are given the next available hearing date upon request. If either party has a 
pending criminal case, the Family Court civil case can't be heard until the criminal case is resolved. If a sched¬ 
uled hearing date is continued, it is not because the judge wasn't ready to hear it, it is because a party or their 
attorney requested it, or had not done what was previously ordered so the case could be heard. 

The Administrative Office of the Courts considers a trial court's decision made within 90 days to be timely. 
Although there's been a few Family Court cases that's taken longer than 90 days to decide, the majority of 
cases are decided in less than 30 days. I hear motions and cases in the courtrooms in three counties, five days a 
week. I read every case before each hearing, and after the hearing I research the law before making decisions 
in each case. I understand the importance of my decisions and their effect on children and families. I don't have 
a truth meter or a magic wand. Being human, I do make mistakes, however, I assure you my mistakes are not 
intentional. 


There's two sides to every case and both parties are entitled to a fair and impartial hearing. Judges are ethically 
prohibited from discussing a case outside the courtroom. A Judge can only consider what's in the record, which 
is courtroom testimony and exhibits, and not what someone tries to tell them on the street or at the gas 
station. The best way to help a friend or relative is to attend their hearing and testify to what you know in the 
courtroom when both parties are present, and each party has the opportunity to question, clarify or rebut 
what is said. That's what makes a fair and impartial hearing. 


I work as hard as I can to move cases through the system. My greatest concern is doing what's right, doing 
what's fair for both parties, doing what's in the best interest of every child, and trying to make sure justice 
prevails. I've closed 7,847 cases as your Family Court Judge since 2008, with very few of those being overturned 
by a higher court. I make it a priority to do it right the first time.

Just in case you have 
been asleep for the past few 
months, there is an election 
next Tuesday. 

The stage has been set 
and the beginning of the 
second greatest show on 
earth is about to begin - the 
political season. 

This past Tuesday was 
the last day to file for such 
local races as Powell Coun¬ 
ty School Board, Mayor of 
Clay City or Stanton and 
the city councils for both 
cities. It was also the last 
day for Independents and 
write-in candidates to file 
to run for the other offices. 

The fiscal court will look 
very different next year as 
only one incumbent with a 
chance of returning. Don¬ 
na Gabbard will be the lone 
current magistrate still on 
the ballot for the position, 
but she will be challenged 
by John Patrick Bowen. 
Two school board races are 
on the ballot this year with 
a former member, Men¬ 


del Tipton and former city 
council person Jenell Brew¬ 
er running against current 
one term member Martin 
Burton in District 3. 

The Clay City Council, 
for the first time in a long 
time has more than six can¬ 
didates. In fact they have 10 
running for the six seats and 
all but one incumbent has 
filed to run. Jackie Everman 
did not file to run this time. 
Mayor James Caudill will be 
challenged by former coun¬ 
cilman Ray Profitt. 

The Stanton Council has 
eight people running for six 
seats. All of the incumbents 
except Charlotte Estes filed 
to run again. Estes and for¬ 
mer mayor Myers Arnett 
will run against the incum¬ 
bent mayor Dale Allen in 
the county seat. 

Mike Lockard will run 
unopposed for Magistrate 
in District 3 and Constable 
Gerald Bishop will run un¬ 
opposed in District 5. Ricky 
Allen will be the Constable 
in District 3 and J.L. Bow¬ 
en will assume his duties in 
District 4. 


At the state level in a 
race the nation is watching 
closely, U.S. Senator Repub¬ 
lican Mitch McConnell is 
being challenged by Ken¬ 
tucky’s Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergen Grimes, 
a Democrat. McConnell 
is rthe Senates Minority 
Leader and Grimes is in her 
first term as Secretary of 
State. 

At the state level and lo¬ 
cally, the 74th State House 
District Representative 
Richard Henderson (D) is 
being challenged by a pas¬ 
tor from the newly added 
Menifee County David 
Hale (R) is the pastor of 
the Korea Church of God 
in Wellington. Menifee 
County was added to the 
district and Wolfe County 
was removed. The district 
also includes Montgomery 
County

Kentucky River Foothills 
will begin the “Subsidy” 
portion of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP) on 
Monday, November 3. LI¬ 
HEAP provides financial 
assistance to income-eligi¬ 
ble households with home 
heating costs through two 
programs: LIHEAP Subsidy 
(typically in November and 
December) and LIHEAP 
Crisis (typically January 
until the middle of March 
or until all funds are ex¬ 
pended). 

Applications will be tak¬ 
en Monday through Friday 
from 8 am-4 pm at the Pow¬ 
ell County Outreach Office 
locate at 176 12th Street, 
Clay City 663-2659. 

Both homeowners and 
renters who are responsible 
for their heating bills and 
have low or fixed incomes 
are eligible. 

Qualifying participants 
will receive an energy assis¬ 
tance benefit. Energy ser¬ 
vices include electric, gas, 
kerosene, propane or wood. 
Eligible participants do not 
need to have an unpaid en¬ 
ergy bill or be out of fuel to 
receive energy assistance 
in the subsidy portion of 
this program. The benefit 
amount that each house¬ 


hold receives will be based 
on its level of poverty and 
the type of fuel used for 
heating. All eligible house¬ 
holds will receive a benefit 
until LIHEAP funds are ful¬ 
ly depleted. Benefits will be 
made payable to the house¬ 
holds primary vendor. 

A household is consid¬ 
ered to be eligible for en¬ 
ergy assistance when the 
household meets the basic 
eligibility criteria. 

This criteria includes: (1) 
completion of an applica¬ 
tion; (2) is responsible for 
home energy costs, direct¬ 
ly or as an undesignated 
portion of their rent; (3) 
have a combined household 
income, for the calendar 
month prior to the month 
of application, not in excess 
of 130% of the federal pov¬ 
erty level as listed in the In¬ 
come Eligibility Guidelines; 
(4) live in Kentucky when 
the application is made 
and apply in the county of 
residence; and (5) not have 
liquid resources in excess of 
$2,000, or $3,000 if at least 
one person in the house¬ 
hold is 60 or older: and/or 
disabled except for house¬ 
holds where a member has 
a catastrophic illness. The 
amount may be $4,000 
when the resources are be¬ 


ing accessed for medical 
and living expenses. 

Applicants must bring 
the following information: 
most recent heating bill, or 
verification that heating ex¬ 
penses are included in rent; 


metered utility bill (natu¬ 
ral gas, electric, or water) 
as proof of address; Social 
Security cards, or Perma¬ 
nent Residence card (Green 
Card) for each member 
of household; proof of all 


household income from 
preceding month. 

Applications will be tak¬ 
en through December 11, 
2014. If you cannot ap¬ 
ply on your assigned day 
contact the office in your 
county to make other ar¬ 
rangements.

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Kentucky’s Senate Race: How the candidates view Obamacare

The U.S. Senate race be¬ 
tween Republican Sen. Mitch 
McConnell and Democrat 
Alison Lundergan Grimes 
has seen the candidates fo¬ 
cus on several key issues, in¬ 
cluding the coal industry, the 
minimum wage and health 
care. 

The health-care issue has 
been almost unique among 
Senate races in that Ken¬ 
tucky is generally seen as a 
success story for the Patient 
Protection and Affordable 
Care Act. In August, Gov. 
Steve Beshear said 521,000 
of Kentucky's 4.3 million citi¬ 
zens had signed up for health 
coverage through Kynect, the 
states health insurance mar¬ 
ketplace created under the 
law. 

According to a Gal¬ 
lup-Healthways poll, pub¬ 
lished in August, Kentucky 
reduced its percentage of un¬ 
insured more than any other 
state besides Arkansas, and 
lowered the percentage of 
uninsured in the state from 
20.4 percent to 11.9 percent, 
thus covering two of every 
five uninsured Kentuckians. 

In addition to funding the 
expansion of Medicaid, the 
law requires Americans to ei¬ 
ther purchase private health 
insurance or enroll in some 
form of government assisted 


health care like Medicaid; re¬ 
quires insurance companies 
to cover people with pre-ex¬ 
isting conditions and provide 
10 elements of coverage in 
each policy; allows parents to 
keep their children on their 
health insurance until they 
are 26; and requires business¬ 
es employing 50 or more full 
time employees to provide 
health insurance, a provision 
that President Obama has 
suspended for a year. 

McConnell says he wants 
to repeal the law “root and 
branch,” but has been more 
lenient toward the idea of 
keeping Kynect. In the Senate 
race debate on KET, McCon¬ 
nell suggested that Kynect 
was merely a website. How¬ 
ever, repealing the law could 
pose issues for the newly in¬ 
sured in Kentucky because 
private insurance under 
Kynect uses federal tax cred¬ 
its, and provides free Medic¬ 
aid coverage to citizens who 
earn up to 138 percent of the 
federal poverty level. 

According to Douglas Mc- 
Swain, a Lexington-based 
litigation attorney who spe¬ 
cializes in constitutional and 
health-care law, the uproot¬ 
ing of the law would result in 
drastic changes to Kynect. 

McSwain said repealing 
the ACA “root and branch” 
would mean cutting the fed¬ 
eral tax subsidies that are es¬ 
sential to Kynect s survival. 

“You take the exchange tax 


credit away, do you think for 
a minute that the website is 
going to stand?” McSwain 
asked. “Nobody is going to 
buy policies.” 

At a Kentucky Farm Bureau 
forum in August McConnell 
said Congress should have 
passed laws allowing health 
insurance to be sold across 
state lines, limiting malprac¬ 
tice lawsuits and making it 
easier for businesses to form 
health-insurance groups. 

McSwain said the law 
allows formation of such 
groups, and interstate regula¬ 
tion “is conceivable” but “The 
problem is we don't have the 
infrastructure, regulato¬ 
ry-wise, to do that without 
having reached a compact 
or an agreement” among the 


states. 

A study on the effects of 
malpractice reform, pub¬ 
lished by the New England 
Journal of Medicine, found 
that Texas, Georgia and 
South Carolina did not see a 
significant reduction in the 
amount of doctor-ordered 
tests and scans after enacting 
reforms. A five-person team 
of doctors performed the 
study, collecting data from 
1997 through 2011. 

Grimes has only public¬ 
ly discussed health reform 
on select occasions, taking 
a similar strategy to many 
Democrats in the 2014 mid¬ 
term election because of the 
unpopularity of “Obamacare” 
and its namesake. When she 
does mention health care, 


she talks about fixing and 
streamlining the law, as she 
did during the KET debate. 

“I will not be a senator 
that rips that insurance from 
their hand,” Grimes said in 
reference to the half a million 
Kentuckians who've gained 
coverage under Kynect. She 
said McConnell was in a “fic¬ 
tional fantasyland.” 

Grimes has also talked 
about supporting an exten¬ 
sion of Obama's “grandfa¬ 
thering” of insurance policies 
that don't comply with the 
law after he was criticized 
for not keeping his cam¬ 
paign promise that Ameri¬ 
cans could keep their doctor 
and health plan if they liked 
them. 

That controversy and other 


aspects of the law have led to 
negative feelings among Ken¬ 
tuckians about Obamacare. 
A poll by Marist College 
for NBC News showed 
Obamacare had a 33 percent 
approval and 57 percent dis¬ 
approval rating among Ken¬ 
tuckians, while Kynect had 
29 percent approval and a 22 
percent disapproval., while 
29 percent of those polled 
said that they had never 
heard of Kynect and 21 per¬ 
cent were unsure of how to 
rate it. 

At last report, about 80,000 
Kentuckians had bought 
private insurance through 
Kynect and about 440,000 
had used it to get on Medic¬ 
aid - 320,000 of whom were 
eligible under the new rules 
and 120,000 under the what 
state officials call “old Medic¬ 
aid.” The federal government 
pays about 71 percent of “old 
Medicaid” costs and, until 
the end of 2016, 100 percent 
of the newly eligibles' cov¬ 
erage. In 2017, it will pay 95 
percent of the new costs, and 
fall to the reform law's floor 
of 90 percent in 2020.

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Kentucky s Senate Race: 

Immigration is hot button 
topic for both sides

If you’ve been in front of a 
television in Kentucky any¬ 
time in the past few weeks, 
you may have seen adver¬ 
tisements throwing around 
a word that evokes strong 
emotion from both sides of 
the political spectrum: am¬ 
nesty. 

In the U.S. Senate race 
between Republican Sen. 
Mitch McConnell and 
Democrat Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes, amnesty as it 
relates to immigration has 
been a main topic of debate. 

McConnell voted against 
the comprehensive immi¬ 
gration reform bill that 
passed the Senate and says 
he’d rather see the issue 
be dealt with in a series of 
separate bills. He has said 
comprehensive approach¬ 
es to big problems can go 
“terribly awry” and said at 
the Kentucky Farm Bureau 
forum in August, “We need 
to make changes, more 
merit-based, to people who 
can immediately help our 
country” 

Grimes, who has been 
short on specifics for many 
of her platform stances, has 
voiced clear support for the 
bill, which has languished 
in the Republican-con- 
trolled House. 

Political committees sup¬ 
porting McConnell have 
called the bill “amnesty” be¬ 
cause it would create what 
Grimes and other advocates 
call a “pathway to citizen¬ 
ship” for people who are in 
the U.S. illegally 

According to the Merri- 
am-Webster dictionaries, 
amnesty is a pardon granted 
to a large number of people, 
or release from guilt or pen¬ 
alty for an offense. Black’s 
Law Dictionary defines it as 


“A sovereign act of pardon . 
. . for past acts, granted by 
a government to all persons 
(or to certain persons) who 
have been guilty of. . . gen¬ 
erally political offenses.” 

The word does not fit the 
measure Grimes supports, 
Glenn Kessler wrote in the 
Fact Checker blog for the 
Washington Post. 

“If the bill had become 
law,” Kessler wrote, “undoc¬ 
umented immigrants would 
have had to jump through 
all sorts of hoops before 
they could be considered 
for legal permanent resi¬ 
dence, including register¬ 
ing with the government, 
having a steady job, paying 
a fine, paying back taxes, 
passing background checks, 
learning English - and then 
getting in line behind im¬ 
migrants who had entered 
the country legally” Under 
the provisions of the bill, 
earned citizenship would be 
a 13-year process. 

In recent radio and TV 
commercials, Grimes has 
attempted to distance her¬ 
self from the use of the 
word and asserts it is Mc¬ 
Connell who supports am¬ 
nesty citing a bill passed in 
1986 with his vote, grant¬ 
ing conditional amnesty 
to 3 million undocument¬ 
ed immigrants. After the 
ads describe the bill, they 
say “Mitch is at the heart 
of everything that’s wrong 
in Washington.” However, 
the 1986 bill required steps 
similar to those in the cur¬ 
rent bill in order to gain cit¬ 
izenship. 

Thus, both sides are using 
amnesty as a loaded word, 
which in one context sug¬ 
gests unconditionally par¬ 
doning millions who broke 
the law. Grimes, however, 
uses the word in the context 
that emphasizes an earned 
pathway to citizenship. 


“You’ve got a good job, 
you have a background 
check, you learn English, 
you pay your taxes,” Grimes 
said recently “That’s the 
American way” 

Grimes said at a recent a 
Commerce Lexington event 
that the issue is important 
in Kentucky because un¬ 
documented workers make 
up 4 percent of the state’s 
workforce. That number 
could not be confirmed; the 
Grimes campaign did not 
respond to requests for its 
source. 

A state with a sizeable 
agricultural economy Ken¬ 
tucky could stand to bene¬ 
fit from creating an earned 
pathway to citizenship 
for agricultural workers, 
whether through a compre¬ 
hensive or piecemeal ap¬ 
proach. 

There is broader sup¬ 
port in Congress for mea¬ 
sures regarding agricultural 
workers than many other 
aspects of the Senate-passed 
bill. One provision would 
make it easier for experi¬ 
enced agriculture workers 
who are in the country ille¬ 
gally to move one step clos¬ 
er to obtaining a green card 
and legal residency in the 
U.S. They would have to pay 
all taxes, a $400 fee, have no 
convictions for felonies or 
violent misdemeanors, and 
have had at least five years 
of agricultural employment 
for at least 100 work days 
per year, or at least three 
years of agricultural em¬ 
ployment for at least 150 
work days per year.
